He is not so childish 
asto say: We will make railways, ‘but only 
with Chinese material; we will have a war fleet, 
but no foreifners to manage it, True enongh, 
the fulflment of his schemes sof improvement 
and defence leave very much to d 
partly tothe Vicercy's inexperience, and partly 


_,* to the difficulties with which be is surrounded, 


which would have utterly discouraged a 
weaker mat, and of which foreigners have no 


"conception; but there is the real dond jide inten-- 


tion.to put in practice -what olhers, from the 
security of their bureaucratic citadel, only preach, 
For the purposes ‘of coast and frontier defence 
‘there {s no‘question that Lt Hung-chang means 
to be as efficient ashe knows how. 
Nor in the art of peace is he 
A fool-hardy- and ‘barren resistance to @ foreign 
enertiy never will enter into the programme of 
this practical man of business, The hollowness 
of Chinese bravado and the cowardice of Chinese 
collapse are alike allen to bis natare; and either 
by inherited constiution ‘or from the assimils- 
tion of the teachings of experience, he is remark- 
ably free from illusions. Better Prepared! than 
any of his compeerst to resist an invasion of the 
territory, he has slione zed the secret of keeping 
invasion ata distance, which is merely & fair, 
’ gearonnble, and manly treatment of foreigners, 
whether as governments, officials of government, 
or. as private individuals, To have Inid. aside, 
as Li-Hung-chang has done, ‘the frippery of 
Chinese offigiaidom, and the, « fete bombast of 
the stage heroes of dilapidated yaméns required 
‘no. small courage, or, what in this case is 
much the same thing, common sense, in ‘a 
—. country of make-believes. Theindependence of 
mind which-hag rendered Li Hung-chang indif- 
. ferent'to the oblotuy of his'small detractors who 
‘ ‘geeretly denounced him as that greatest of all 
Chinese criminals, the friend of foreigners, has 


"also qualified him for the discharge of the highest 


* functions of the S'ate. ‘The man who'was not 
"afraid to face the consequences of his acts was a 
God-send to a timid government, who more and 
more discovered the convenience of making over 
all difficult problems to him, to solve them at his 
eri: am : . 

e Li Hung-chang bas stood to the Throne some- 

* whatin the relation ofthe Minister of a constitu- 
tional sovereign tnking on himself the onus of all 
failures. and sustaining the’ convenient legal 
fiction that “the King can do no wrong.” With 
this radical difference, however, that the power 
of resignation being practically denied to the 
Chinese Minister he has to stand the conse- 
uences. of action which he’ may entirely 
disapprove; as hasbeen Li Hung-chang’s own 


mee case, more than once, ‘This principle of personal 
_ ', accountability’ which. as much as anything else 


-emasculates the public service, having been 
fully accepted by Li Hung-chang, he has never 
hesitated to stard in the breach’ when called 
‘upon,.and to make himself the scapegoat 


for the blunders of the Court, which time,
